Wasnweron, Jan. 6.—The follow- 
ing correspondence regarding Colonel 
Forsythe’s case was made public to- 
day: Under date of December 30th 
Schofield telegraphed Genera! Miles, 
expressing the belief that he would 
soon be master of the situation and 
asking his thanks to-be given to the 
brave seventh cavalry for their splen- 
did conduct. 

Under date of January ist, Miies 
telegraphed Schofield the following: 
Your telegram congratulating the 
seventh cavalry bas been received, 


manding will be a matter for serious 
consideration and, will undoubtedly be 
a subject-for investigation, I thought 
it proper to advise you. In view of 
the above facts, do you wish your tel- 
gram transmitted as it was sent? It 
stated that the disposition of 400 sol- 
diers and four pieces of artillery were 
fatally defective and that a largenum- 
ber of souldiers were killed and 
wounded by fire from their own ranks, 
and a very large number of women 
and children were killed in addition 
to the Indian men.¢ 

General Schofield telegraphed a re- 
ply under date of January 2d: ‘‘In 
view of the aspect of the case pre- 
sented by your telegram yesterday, it 
will be better not to deliver my mes- 
sage to the seventh cavalry until I 
have seen your report after the inves- 
tigation you propose. Therefore, you 
will please withhold it until further 
advised by me.’’ He also telegraphed 
General Miles again on the same day. 
as follows: ‘‘Your dispatch to me 
yesterday and that to the Adjutan 
General was shown the President, 
and in reply the Secretary.of War di- 
rects me to say the President has 
heard with regret of the failure of your 
efforts to secure a settlement with the 
Bouix without bloodshed. He suggests 
that possibly a watchful observance of 
the hostile bands that would prevent 
their breaking into the settlements 
and give the Indians time to recover 
from their present excitement would 
be well. But I leave all this to your 
better information and discretion, and 
would not have you omit anything 
that is necessary to protect the set- 
tlements. I hope the report of the 
killing of women and children in the 
affair at Wounded Knee is unfounded, 
and I direct you to cause an immediate 
investigation to be made, and report 
the resnit to the Department. If 
there was any unsoldierly conduct, 
you will relieve the responsible officer, 
and so use the troops engaged as to 
avoid its repetition. I wish to add to 
the President’s suggestion the hope 
which I still entertain, in spite of the 
unfortunate accidents which have oc- 
curred, that you may be able, by con- 
vincing the Indians that the purpose 
of the army is not hostile to them, 
but, on the contrary, is .friendly, and 
is dictated by a desire to secure to 
secure to them future peace and pros- 
perity, to obtain their surrender with- 
out further conflict.” 

General Miles telegraphed General 
Schofield under date of January 3d as 
follows: ‘‘ The direction of the Pres- 
ident and yourself is just the action I 
had anticipated and taken. Nearly 
all-of the Sixth and Ninth Cavalry 
and Seventh and Seventeenth In- 
fantry, with 100 Indian scouts, are 
practically on three sides of them 
along the Beaver and White rivers and 
Porcupine creek, with General Brooke 
incommand.

In view of the possibility of a 
faiure to call a Constitutional Con- 
vention, the GAZETTE presents the 
following suggestions for reducing | 
the expenses :f the State govern- 
ment,-which can be done under the 
present constitution by the incom- 
ing Legislature by repeals and 
amendments to existing laws, and 
Without detriment to the public) 
service: 

.Commence with the Legislature 
and limit the session hereafter to 
‘foriy days. Make’a new appor- 
tionment and reduce the Senate to 
-fouFteen members and the Assem- 
bly to twenty-four. Fix the per 
diem of members at five dollars 
and mileage to cover only actual 
traveling expenses both Ways. 
Limit the number of offivers and 
attaches and fix their per diem on 
a scale graduated to the service 
rendered at prices paid for clerical 
labor in business pursuits at the 
present day. 

Dispense with the deputies in 
the State Capitol and at the prison 
and make a limited appro;-riation 

‘to pay for two months’ clcrl hire 
annually in the preparation of re 
ports in the offices of Controller, 
Treasurer and Land Register. 

Dispense with the Clerk of the 
Supreme Court ahd transfer his 
duties to the Secretary of State 
with compensation on a §xed per 
diem for attenda::ce on - a scs- 
sions of the court, and allow him 
the present fees fur a)! other ser- 
vices. Provide for the bailiff the 
same as at prescat. Dispense with 
the private secretary of the Gov- 

_ernor, and require the Secretary of 
State to keep the records of: the 
Board of Pardons and Prison Com- 
missioners, Require the Lieuten- 
ant-Governor to perform the du- 
ties of State Librarian.

STRIKES IN CHINA. 


The Workmena Do Not Lose Very Much 
Time. 

In China, as is well-known, things are 
topsy-turvy, and even workmen’s strikes 
are different there from those in.

Recently, says tlie London 
Times, a strike took place at the great 
arsenal at Klangnan, where about two 
thousand men are employed. It appears 
that the custom has always been eight 
hours’ work per day since that estab- 
lishment’ was founded, over twenty 
years ago.
